SOCIAL SECURITY 
PROCBAM REVIEWED 


In a recent addies* before the Com­ 
monwealth Club of California Charlea 
Schottland, U.S. CommUaioner of So­ 
cial Security, revealed tome Interesting 
fact* about the program through which 
every American who work* for a living 
la contribuíing. What ia being done 
with that sizeable bite out of every pay­ 
check? 


In the first piare we should know In 
what form this huge truat fund I* be­ 
ing kepi. All of the funda collected over 
and above thoae nece*aary to pay for 
coat» of admlnlalrntlon and benefit* are 
inve*ted In Government securities. The 
Social Security Department now holda 
about $22.000,000,000 |n Government 
securities. There has been some criti­ 
cism of this procedure on the grounds 
that since the money I* Invested in 
Government obligation* benefits will 
have to be paid out of future taxation. 


Commissioner Schottland raises the 
question a* io wlmt else could be done 
with this fund, lie says one possibility 
would be to build a huge vault and 
place all the money in it. A second pos­ 
sibility would be lo Invest the money 
In private securities. 


As to the second alternative he be­ 
lieves that few people would consider 
It good practice for a government ag­ 
ency to engage In the normal conduct 
of private business. The third alterna­ 
tive Is what Congress derided to do 
w ith lh^ fund—limit the Investments to 
Government securities. He saya that 
moat people who have studied the pro­ 
blem think this ia the only sound poli­ 
cy. 


No general taxes go toward the sup­ 
port of the Social Security program. 
The cost of Implementing the program 
1$ approximately 2 per cent Schottland 
says, and there arp no hidden costs. 
The program is administered through 
550 officer* scattered throughout the 
country. In March of this year pay­ 
ments were being made to 9,300,000 re­ 
cipients at a rate which would run over 
$6 billion a year.

age and retires, he may draw benefits 
up to $108.50 per month. In the rase 
of a couple, if both the man and Woman 
are over 65 they will receive up to 
$162.80. If the woman retires between 
62 and 65, there will be a slight reduc­ 
tion in here benefit. If a worker dies, 
his wife, at age 62 (or at a younger 
age If she Is caring for his children un­ 
der 18) may receive benefits up to $200 
per month for the family. 


In March of this year Social Security 
payments weijp made to more than 1,­ 
350,000 children who are survivors of 
a deceased worker. The Federal Gov­ 
ernment participates In payments to 
states for part of the cost of state pro­ 
grams of aid to the aged, blind, and 
needy children, and totally and perma­ 
nently disabled. About 5,200,000 per­ 
son* are now receiving public assist­ 
ance under these Federal-State pro­ 
grams. 


More Aged People 
It Is Interesting to note that in June 
1950 there were 2.8 million recipient», 
and 22.5 per rent of the persons over 
65 In the United State* were receiving 
old Rge assistance. Today, with 2.5 mil­ 
lion recipients, approximately 17 per­ 
cent of the aged are receiving old age 
assistance. The number of aged has 
grown rapidly and the percentage of 
aged receiving old age assistance has 
decreased.

About 60 percent of the recipients of 
old age assistance are women, mostly 
widows whose husbands died before 
they could qualify OAFI. Their average 
Is 75. Amendments last year to the So- 
rlal Security Act did much to give the 
programs a new look. 


Congress emphasized—as California 
law emphasises—that one of the pur­ 
poses of public assistance Is to help 
persons not only In their distress, but 
to help them out of their distress. Also 
Congress has provided authorization 
for a research program to study meth­ 
ods of administration, causes of depen­ 
dency, relations between voluntary and 
public agencies, and a variety of relat­ 
ed matters. It has also authorized funds 
to train persons In administration of 
public assistance, Commissioner Schott­ 
land stated.
